PIERRE CROS DISPUTES SOPHIE BESSIS' VIEWS ON SAHEL SELF-SUFFICLENCY 
Paris LE MONDE DIMANCHE in French 8 Feb 81 p xiv 
(Commentary by Pierre Cros--passages enclosed in slantlines printed in italics) 


The reflections of Sophie Bessis, "The Sahel can do without the 
food weapon", in the 9 November issue of LE MONDE DIMANCHE, 
prompted these remarks from Pierre Cros of the EC's general in- 
formation department. 


{Text] Sophie Bessis offers us a new species of sophistry in telling us that the 
countries of the African Sahel /"have considerable agricultural wealth"/ sterilized 
by the will of the aid donors and /tutti quanti/ .... The author of the "food 
weapon” develops a very impressive theory of the "all they have to do is" variety. 
If the Sahel is hungry, then according to Sophie Bessis this is the fault of food 
aid, an essential cog in the system of blockade, and the grand culprit responsible 
for the insufficiency of agricultural production! 


Where are the real obstructions? The most effective of all is made up of local 
administrations which have become parasitic and which in some countries, alas! 

are becoming more and more numerous in Africa. By inertia, incompetence, and 
corruption they have blocked everything. It takes courage to say that the "single 
party”, when it calls itself "socialist", is the biggest racket ever invented to 
milk the peasants! 


It is evident that, for many ideologists the terms community--which is inherent 
in African society--and communalism--an ideology exported in the form of a cor- 
rupted socialism imposed by terror--mean one and the same thing. This is that 
cult of following foreign ideologies denounced by Senghor, communalism in its 
bureaucratic form. It paralyzes initiative and the faculty of creating and 
imagining. Especially in his relations with the land, with the earth, man ad- 
mits of no intermediary that does not suit him. One does not install him in a 
cooperative or on a piece of land without his agreement, out of a motivation so 
complex that it is beyond the ideologue and the technocrat and cannot be manipu- 
lated. This is why the African peasant who has tried everything, the kolkhoz, 
the moshav, the kibbutz, has had enough and turns his back! 


Other obstacles: they are dictated by geography. There are, in fact, several 
ways to prepare in advance against food deficits. The ideal would be to become 











free of the vagaries of annual rainfall and have an irrigation system (pumps, 
drilling wells, reservoirs in the hills, big dams). But in a country like 
Senegal, deep drilling into the main pool at 400 meters is costly (Fr 35 mil- 
lion CFA), and the cost of pumping the water, because of the current price of 
gas-oil, becomes prohibitive (Pr 65,000 CFA per hectare of rice, exclusive of 
amortization of the drilling and the pumping equipment). To be able to irri- 
gate, one must have land with sufficient clay, and it is impossible to grow 
crops on highly permeable sandy soil by irrigation. Stands of rice could not 
be exploited because their need for water exceeded the economic breaking point 
or simply the actual availability of water (80,000 cubic meters per hectare, 
instead of 15,000 to 17,000 cubic meters per hectare). 


Unhappily, in Senegal, for example, most of sandy land cannot count on an ap- 
propriate allocation of the winter rains. A plan such as that of exploiting 
the Senegal River will take two or three generations to have its full effect. 


As for rainy season crops, even assuming conditions of adequate and timely rain- 
fall, their success is not guaranteed unless select seed is available, the 
proper timing is respected, seed is sown in rows to control the grass, and fer- 
tilizers, fungicides and pesticides are used knowledgeably. Those very costly 
products must be put in place and distributed at the right time ... and we once 
again find the obstacles rest with the local administrations. This explains 
why the rainy season crops in the Sahel, even in good years, do not reach high 
levels of productivity. 


Mrs Bessis's second line of reasoning is of a polemical and extremist nature. 
To reproach Europe for distributing 1.2 million tons of grain, without charge, 
to countries that need it, is to ignore the fact that they could be sold on the 
international markets and that this aid has serious financial implications on 
the budget of the Community; the divergent views of the council of ministers 
and the European Parliament bear witness to that. 


Equalization 


Mrs Bessis, and she is not the first to do so, opines that grain production in 
the Sahel could be intensified if the price received by the peasant for it were 
Significantly raised. Incontestably (and the example of rice in the Ivory Coast 
has proven this), increasing the price to a sufficiently high-incentive level 
can, in certain optimal harvest conditions, release marketable surpluses. In 
Senegal, a good millet harvest in 1978 made it possible for ONCAD [National 
Office of Cooperation and Assistance for Development] to buy 125,000 tons of 
millet by contracting a Fr 4 billion CFA bank loan, but experience has shown 
that the management of this reserve posed major problems, and especially that, 
in case the millet is freely distributed (scarcity), considerable financial 
sacrifice on the part of the state is imposed. 


In addition, the African states, for obvious reasons of internal policy, are con- 
strained to keep close watch on the prices of consumer commodities. To increase 
price along with production thus necessarily implies a subvention by the state to 
soak up the deficit in the nation's rice-milling operations. In Ivory Coast, 








this operation cost the state Fr 18 billion CFA, but the Sahel countries do not 
have Ivory Coast's financial resources, and most of them hesitate to substan- 
tially raise the price paid to the grain producers. 


Food aid has become neither an “institution” nor a club of philanthropic ladies, 
but, for the European Community, it remains one of the means to enable the Sahel 
to reach food self-sufficiency. 


In countries which traditionally import rice, such as for example Senegal, when 
the prices of those imported grains are set at a level much lower than the sale 
price of local grains, 4 substantial profit is generated which goes into an 
equalization fund. To encourage a increase in local production and reduce in- 
ports, the countries concerned should redirect all the profits made on the in- 
ports into plans for the development of grain cultivation, and why not also allot 
the financial counterpart of food aid to this same account? These profits could 
make it possible to raise the price paid to the local grain producers. When the 
beneficiary countries are authorized to re-sell the products they receive as 
food aid, they have the obligation to justify the use of that counterpart. It 
would thus be sufficient to require them to recycle the total of these counter- 
part funds from food aid into grain production projects or increasing the price 
paid for local production. 


In such a way a structural link would be created between food aid and increasing 
local grain production.

be a neutral gone... 


Among the resolutions passed, there is especially the emphasis on 
solidarity with SWAPO, the peoples of E) i ieniar, and South Africa 
in their efforts to overthrow the existing regimes, A message will 
also be sent to all the peoples of southern Africa facing the 
Pretoria regime and all especially in Angola. 


In a certain sense, the problem of the Indian Ocean has been the 
focus of the concern of the participants at this meeting, especially 
nuclear weapons accumulation in this zone. The WPC examined the 
various government proposals and considered the actions to be taken 
to achieve the denuclearization and demilitarization of this zone. 
For all the proposals made until now regarding this and which the 
WPC supports have the advantage of being of a practical nature, while 
meeting the aspirationsof the peoples on its shores. And they de- 
serve to be examined by all world goveraments. 


Romesh Sandra suggested moreover that 1984 be proclaimed "Year of the 
Centenary of Ralaimongo, this Malagasy hero,” and be celebrated 
throughout the world.

of solidarity with the Angolan people and government in their struggle 
with Pretoria's intrigues; of solidarity with all the participants in 
the Madrid Conference on disarmament, detente and European ecvunomic 
cooperation, 


The WPC president reports that the discussions on the Indian Ocean 
neutral zone have been very important and he reaffirms that this 
movement supports all positive effcrts towards this objective: "We 
are firmly convinced, he said, that the Colombo Conference organized 
by the United Nations and the one organized by Madagascar must stick 
together." 


Spring Offensive 
He also mentioned the key slogaus decided o: during the meeting. 


The offensive first, for it is og that the forces of peace no 
longer remain on the defensive. hus the "Spring Offensive" will be 
conducted against the accelerated accumulation of armaments. 


Next vigilance is necessary in order not to be surprised by the in- 
cessant maneuvers and plots of the enemies of peace. He mentioned 
on this occasion the example of what is happening in Angola, as well 
as the actions and optimism about victory in the struggle. 


Finally the last key slogan is: “Madagascar,” that is the determina- 
tion to carry forward the revolutionary processes, to maintain unity 
and develop bonds of solidarity with friendly peoples. "We are con- 
vinced that Madagascar personifies for us this struggle for peace." 


World Peace Council--United Nations 


The WPC president then answered various questions which we will sum- 
marize. 


His answers allowed all to know that the WPC is, without doubt, the 
largest mass organization which mobilizes national and international 
public opinion to support all the constructive measures ‘.ken by the

that the ‘s position is to encourage finding a political solution, 
that it agrees with all negotiations which advocate noninvolvement of 
foreign troops in Afghanistan and the withdrawal of Soviet forces. 

He said, “the Afghan people have the right to have their own revolu- 
tion, Like the Malagasy people. And when the people decide to end 
feudal systems which oppress them, imperialist elements use reaction- 
ary forces to combat thea, It is to hoped that a political solu- 
tion for the Afghan problems will soon be found...” 


In the case of People's China which is no 8 represented there, 
he declared that “its place is always here. Unfortunately the pre- 
sent leaders do not allow —— in nongovernmental activities 
and the Chinese Peace Bureau is still closed. We regret it a great 
deal for China has an important role to play for world peace, regard- 
less of ite position.” 


He said, “it is to be hoped that the Madrid Conference will lead to 
definite decisions, for ve are sure that NATO and the Warsaw Pact can 
reach an understanding.” 


On this occasion, he wade « solemn appeal to al! world governments: 
"If you really represent your people, take an initiative for disarma- 
ment, for economic development, for social progress, for peace." He 
then praised President Didier Rateiraka, who has taken an initiative.

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FIFTH ANNIVERSARY OF AIR FORCE CELEBRATED, RANKS AWARDED

[Excerpts] This year, Lubango, a city still affected by the criminal acts of bombing 
economic targets and defenseless populations perpetrated by the South African racists, 
was the scene of the main ceremony of the celebrations held all over the country 
marking the fifth anniversary of the creation of the People's Air Force of Angola 

and Antiaircraft Defense [FAPA/DAA). 


Located in the heart of this city, Comandante Cow-Boy Square received countless 
officials of the nation on various echelons, hundreds of citizens from various 
sections of the city, representatives of the JMPLA [Youth Movement of the Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of Angola]<Party Youth, OMA [Organization of Angolan 
Women], National Union of Workers of Angola and the glorious forces defending the 
national air space. Present on the platform was the minister of defense, Col Pedro 
Maria Tonha (Pedale), member of the party's Politbureau, and Lt Col Ciel da Conceicao 
(Gato), deputy minister of defense and commander in chief of the FAPA/DAA. 


The ceremony opened with the flight of three helicopters of different makes over the 
scene, piloted by young Angolan combatants who for several minutes demonstrated to 
the throng of people filling the entire Comandante Cow-Boy Square, with stunts, 

the progress that has taken place to date in this branch of the armed forces, espe- 
cially with regard to the formation of cadres, a deciding factor for the real defense 
of the revolution's conquests and of our territorial integrity. 


Demonstrations of Solidarity With the FAPA/DAA Combatants 


Also included in the first part of the program for the ceremony was the reading, 
next, of two messages of congratulation to the glorious FAPA/DAA combatants sent 

by the National Union of Workers of Angola and by the officers, petty officers and 
troops of the People's Navy of Angola, through its commander in chief, Lt Col Augusto 
Alfredo (Orlog), a member of the Central Committee and deputy defense minister. 


All Scheduled Tasks Performed 


Meanwhile, in reviewing the 5 years of operational, combative 

and political activity in the branch that he heads, Lt Col "Gato" began by stressing 
that the overall results of the performance of scheduled tasks bave been positive, 
since new victories were attained, especially last year. 
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That high-ranking official of the PAPA/DAA also remarked that the officers, petty 
officers and troops of this branch of the FAPLA have tried to respond suitably to

Colonel Pedale discussed matters related to acts of heroism performed on several 
occasions by the combatants of the FAPA/DAA, for which, as he said, they deserve 
the praise of everyone; as well as the fruitful internationalist cooperation offered 
us by the Soviet Union and Cuba, that has contributed greatly toward the increasing 
and improved formation of Angolan cadres and to the organization of our army. 


With regard to the constant aggression of which our country and people have been the 
victim, carried out by the Pretoria regime, including acts of piracy in national 
space, specifically, the diversion of aircraft to the illegally occupied territory 

of Namibia, the RPA's defense minister advised the South African rulers that, “we 

have no pretensions claiming neighboring territories," and that "the FAPA/DAA is not 
a hostile instrument of aggression against any country, as in the case of the racists, 
but rather in the defense of its people and the revolution, which cost its best sons 
so much bloodshed,” as the late lamented President Agostinho Neto commented in his 
speech of 21 January 1976. 


Parade of the Troops 


The rally ended with a parade of the troops. We should point out, however, that 
the ceremony was witnessed by Col Joao Luis Neto (Xietu) of the Politburo, deputy 
minister of defense and chief of staff of the FAPLA; Lt Col Francisco Magalhaes 
(Nvunda), alternate member of the Politburo and assistant national political 
director of the FAPLA; Lt Col Augusto Alfredo (Orlog) of the Central Committee, 
deputy minister of defense and commander in chief of the People's Navy of Angola;

SATISFACTORY DISCIPLINE IN BORDER GUARD POST

[Excerpts] The border post of Sumba, a strategic location in 
which the Zaire River separates the Republic of Zaire from 
Angola for a few dozen kilometers. It is a model post in 
terms of the discipline and combat readiness of its troops, 

a post where the soldiers of the TGFA [Angolan Border Guard 
Troop) are always ready to carry out their mission. 


This visit to the Sumba border post, 42 km distant from Soyo, was arranged for 
us by TGFA officers in Soyo on the occasion of the second anniversary of the 
creation of that government service. From Soyo to Sumba it is a 42 km trip over 
jungle trail. 


At Sumba, the Zaire River has many channels and branches (about 35 offshoots). 
The nature of the river makes it somewhat difficult to patrol that stretch of 
water, but, with the help of the people, patrol operations have been successful. 


During our visit to the border post, we were impressed by the discipline and com- 
bat readiness of the troops. Not only at Sumba but at all the locations we visit- 
ed, we were particularly impressed with the discipline and combat readiness of 

the TGFA troops, their identification with the local people and the people's con- 
fidence in the troops. 


After a quick tour of the military installation, we had a lengthy conversation 
with Miguel Francisco Andre, political commissioner of the unit. He told us that 
the soldiers’ combat morale was high because they had the support and cooperation 
of the people in the settlement. 


The political commissioner also told us about the smugglers, both Angolans and 
foreigners, who transport large quantities of foodstuffs, ivory, clothing, indus- 
trial goods and other articles, which they attempt to transport unobserved in 
canoes, as if they were fishermen. The alertness of the troops, with the help 
of some local civilians, has neutralized all the maneuvers against our economic 
independence, and when the smugglers are “tracked down,” they are turned over to 
the law. 
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CHARACTERISTICS OF COFFEE SECTOR DESCRIBED 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 28 Aug 80 p 4 


[Excerpts] Approximately 600,000 hectares of land in Angola are devoted to the 
production of coffee. 


Angola has the largest coffee plantations in the world, even larger than those 
in Brazil. Only about 30 percent of the area was farmed by Angolan peasants, 
working with their families, on plots averaging about 3 hectares. 


In the tablelands, where Arabica coffee is grown, small holdings predominate, and 
peasants practice diversified farming. The association of Arabica coffee plant- 
ing and cattle farming assures them of a more stable economy, because the cattle 
provide the manure needed for the soil. 


Social Importance of Coffee 


Since coffee is our country's number two export product, after petroleum, and is 
bringing in more foreign exchange than in 1973, and because the production process 
alone supports over 200,000 workers, which, with their families, equals about 
800,000 people, it is easy to understand the economic and social impact of coffee 
on the life of our people in general and its large contribution in creating the 
material and technical bases for the building of socialism in our country. 


Almost all the coffee is sold on the international market in the form of green 
coffee, that is commercial form of raw beans. 


Our country has roasting plants where the coffee for domestic consumption is 
roasted and ground; it also has a good factory producing soluble coffee (liofili- 
zado), which has already won prizes at international exhibits. 


Almost all the coffee produced in Angola (98 percent) is commercial Robusta type, 
and 2 percent is Arabica. Angolan Robusta coffee is known in all the consumer 
markets as the highest quality coffee of this type, preferred by the major roast- 
ers and manufacturers of soluble coffee. 


The quality of our coffee makes it possible for us to maintain a higher price 
than that asked for coffee produced elsewhere.

AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT OF ZAIRE PROVINCE IS UNSATISFACTORY 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 21 Jan 81 p 2 


(Text) In a recent interview granted to ANGOP [ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY], Admiral Dias, 
the provincial commissioner of Zaire, stated that one of the factors that has pre- 
vented the agricultural development of that province is related to the acts of sabo- 
tage carried out by the puppets during the second war of national liberation. 





The provincial commissioner explained that, in the area of livestock raising, there 
were never any cattle in the province; immediately adding that it was not until 
1980 that the province received 42 hogs from Uige, which reproduced into the 430 
head that currently exist in N'Banza Congo. 


When asked about the lack of salt in the province in spite of the presence of a salt 
mine in the municipality of N'Zeto, Admiral Dias said: "There is no lack of salt in 

the province, but there is a lack of transportation facilities and poor distribution 
of the product on the part of certain agencies." 


Commenting on the health situation in the province, that leader noted that Zaire now 
has seven physicians, two of whom are located in Soyo. 


It is noteworthy that Zaire Province has five hospitals, namely, in N'Banza Congo, 
Noky, Tomboco, N'Zeto and Soyo. Every commune has a dispensary, served by a male 
nurse. 


With regard to the backing for self-construction, Admiral Dias remarked that the 
office of the provincial commissioner of Zaire has already supplied about 11,000 
bags of cement and zinc plate to the population. As he said, it is also expected 
that, in 1982, 15 buildings will be constructed by the Ministry of Construction. 


Concerning the lack of water and lighting in various sections of the province, 
Admiral Dias said that the generating sets used there are almost all damaged. He 
announced that, in the near future, N'Banza Congo would receive a powerful generator; 
however, it is thought that the best solutions will be the construction of the hydro- 
electric dam on the Mbizi River, in the Kanda (Kuimba) mountain range, and the 
installation of the gas turbine in Soyo, undertakings that are already scheduled. 


He stressed that, in the province that he heads, priority has been given to the 
implementation of the Kingemba (Kuimba) plan, which calls for the cultivation of 
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citrus fruit, corn, cassava, peanuts and beans over an area consisting of 3,000 
hectares, 


In conclusion, he underscored the need to make progress in the project for the con- 
struction of 1,500 dwellings in the vicinity of Sonengol and the port of Kuanda, in 
Soyo. He also cited the lack of river transportation for the purpose of inter- 
provincial connections, and suggested the incorporation of the returnees into the 
Kingemba agricultural unit.

[Excerpts] Public transport in Luanda has been the center of attention for some 
days because of the new routes and new buses that began serving the public trans- 
port system in the nation's capital yesterday. 


In this situation we feel it is timely to reflect here on some aspects related to 
transport problems. Transportation which is considered the backbone of our econ- 
omy is therefore a great issue for the underground spokesmen of the reactionary 
petty bourgeoisie, which has used the problems and shortages, natural for a sector 
that was completely destroyed in the last days of colonialism, to justify most of 
the actions that have hindered the progress of the revolution, and this is no more 
than a reflection of their behavior as a class. Today, it is common practice to 
use the lack of transportation as an "excuse" to cover for inaction and the spirit 
of "let it be." Hence, it is urgent to make an immediate determination of the 
proper therapy to keep the disease from spreading, or even continuing, inasmuch 

as we are resolving the problem of the lack of transport at all levels, with the 
acquisition of new vehicles and better maintenance of those we have. 


Just as we have sought to reestablish the major highway networks--aimed at creat- 
ing the necessary connections between city and country--and public transportation 
in the country's more important urban centers, we have also spared no efforts in 
the area of air, sea and rail transport. 


Millions of kwanzas in foreign exchange have been invested over the last 5 years 
to improve and reequip the Luanda, Benguela and Mocamedes Railways. Inoperative 
branch lines have been reactivated and new engines and coaches have been acquired 
to handle the growing traffic in passengers and cargo at the national level and 
even at the international level with the reopening of the Benguela Railway to the 
exports of the neighboring countries. 


Important investments have been made in maritime transport, with ANGONAVE's acqui- 
sition of several seagoing units: the "Ebo" and the "Kifangondo," to name only 
the most significant. For its part, CABOTANG has acquired, among others, the 
coastal vessels "11 de Novembro" and "Hoji Ya Henda," which have considerably 
strengthened our coastal shipping capacity. 
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The nation's air transport is in continuous expansion. It is noted that in 5 
years we have built an airline which already has a large fleet, rated among the 
top fleets in Africa. Starting with the legacy from the old DTA [Air Transport 
Directorate]--a half dozen Friendships and some old Dakotas--in 5 years our fleet 
has grown to five Boeing 707's, three 737's, two Hercules C-130's, four Antonov 
25's, three Yak 40's and six Friendships. 


The investment ledger also includes entries for the automobile pool, with the 
import of about 15,000 vehicles in the first 5 years since independence, although 
many of them have already been destroyed by unskilled or reckless drivers.

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STRENGTH OF HABRE FORCES, DETAILS OF LIBYAN PRESENCE

[Text] Commander Abdessalam Jalloud, “Libya's number two," 

arrived Thursday 12 February in Ndjamena for an official visit 

to Chad, according to an announcement by Jana, the Libyan press 
agency, obtained in Paris. According to the agency, Col Kamougue, 
vice-president of the Transitional National Union Government (GUNT), 
and Mr Acyl Ahmat, minister of foreign affairs, received the 

Libyan delegation in the Chadian capital. 


According to French estimates, the Northern Armed Forces (FAN) of Mr Hissein Habre, 
the former Chadian defense minister, contain no more than 400 fighters in the 
southeast part of the country where they fled after the evacuation of Ndjamena last 
December. Hemmed in by the partisans of Mr Acyl Ahmat who represents the most pro- 
Libyan faction of the GUNT, FAN had to yield again last week in the rather violent 
battles following which they suffered numerous defections, most of the deserters 
asking for and being granted asylum in the Sudan. 


After their relatively well-ordered evacuation from the Chadian capital during the 
night of 14-15 December 1980 under pressure from Mr Goukouni Oueddei's units rein- 
forced by Libyan soldiers or members of the Islamic Legion, Mr Habre's partisans, 
numbering about 1,500 after several defections in Cameroon, tried to continue the 
fight in the mountains in the center and southeast of the country. On the spot, in 
Ndjamena, police patrols composed of representatives of the three factions in the 
government--those of Goukouni Oueddei, Kamouge, and Acyl Ahmat--gradually disarmed 
the detatched remnants. 


For their part the Libyan forces and the Islamic Legion recruits laid siege mainly 
to the airport and the old French base in the capital, while other elements began 
to build a lengthened airstrip beside the old runway abandoned by the French at 
Douguia, some 50 km north of Ndjamena. 


Italian ‘Mercenaries’ 


French estimates, dating from last week, indicate the presence of a total of 2,500 
Libyan advisers and members of the Islamic Legion, in Ndjamena (about 1,000) and in 
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Douguia (about 1,500). Also, up to half a dosen Soviet cargo plane flights per day 
to Ndjamena have been observed, for the transport of provisions and materiel coming 
from Libya, and it was deduced from the construction begun in Douguia that the new 
airstrip was to serve the arrival of heavy Libyan Nercules transport aircraft, 


In 4 similar way, Libyan forces offloaded and then reloaded mobile radar installations 
in air-transportable modules associated with ground=air defense systema whose signal 
and broadcast frequency have been recorded in hopes of identifying the characteris- 
tics and performance for possible neutralization. This also happened previously in 
Chad and Mauritania when the operations of the Jaguar attack aircraft would not have 
been effective at the time except for the advance work of a Breguet-Atlantic aircraft 
from French aeronautics, which revealed the nature of the enemy ground-air defense 
systems by taking electromagnetic readings of the zones overflown. 


It is not known however, if this equipment is being operated by non=Libyan advisory 
personnel. The presence of Soviet or East German advisers with the Libyan forces 

in Chad is not confirmed by French sources, which observe, however, that “mercen- 
aries" of Italian nationality seem to have facilitated the organization of the logis- 
tical network--T-54 and T-55 combat tanks brought by tank-carriers across the 

Chourah desert--which should make it possible for Goukouni Oueddei's partisans to 
recapture the Chadian Capital. 


On The Soviet Model 


In the center and southeast of the country, the struggle against the last Habre 
loyalists is being waged principally by 1,000 soldiers under the orders of Acyl Ahmat 
and assisted by Libyan advisers who are represented at all command levels up to the 
company level. Acyl Ahmat's forces are, in fact, structured on the model of the 
Soviet battalion composed of three companies and one command element for a total of 
about 650 men. These forces have divided up the terrain and built small garrisons 
all along a line south of Abeche to the border with Central Africa. 


Beyond the 400 soldiers of the FAN who did not join up with the regime in place in 
Ndjamena, bands remaining loyal to the former Chadian defense minister have fled to 
Sudan. But they do not seem to have buen resupplied with arms recently. 


France, for its part, maintains in Central Africa a force of 1,300 men supported by 
two cells of Jaguar aircraft--eight craft in all, refuelable by means of two C-135 
tanker aircraft--and by four Transall aircraft, getting their data from a Breguet- 
Atlantic. Since Bouar, where the French garrison brought together 800 parachutists 
armed with Milan anti-tank missles and heavy mortars (of 120) with a 15 km range, 
and a squadron of light armored cars, the Transalls are a 45-minute flight from 
southern Chad where 350 French nationals remain under the protection of Kamouge's 
forces.

REFUGEE SETTLEMENT TERMED ‘DEATH CAMP' 
Paris LE MONDE in French 1-2 Mar 81 p 3 
[Article by Isabelle Vichniac: “A Death Camp") 


[Excerpt] Geneva--During a 27 February conference at the Palace of Nations, Leon 
Davico, spokesman for the UN High Commissioner for Refugees (HCR) who just returned 
from Ethiopia, declared that the worst camp he had encountered in his long career 
with the humanitarian organizations working in the Third World is located in the 
Ogaden, the eastern part of the country inhabited by Somalis. A total of 20,000 
nomads and “displaced persons"--mostly children--are grouped there by Ethiopian 
authorities, in so-called “reeducation" camps where they are supposed to take 
literacy courses, but where, in fact, they are dying. 


"It is a death camp," Davico added. “A camp located in the middle of nowhere, 
where young boys who should be attending classes have nothing to eat. Never have 
I seen children in such poor physical condition.” Given the insecurity in the 
region, help cannot reach there by road. Air assistance has been discussed, but 
the question being asked in Geneva is, to what an extent would local authorities 
let humanitarian organisms act to save the moribund in this nightmarish camp. 
Nevertheless, the HCR will dispatch a medical team. 


Davico also visited Somalia, where there are about 1.5 million refugees. The situation, 
aggravated by the drought, can very soon turn catastrophic. For the first time 

in 30 years, the country's two rivers are running dry. The HCR provides water 

for the refugees by truck, but due to logistical difficulties, water is rationed. 

Some camps are not even accessible by road: the residents of a transit camp were 

left without water for 4 days. Wells are planned, but this is a long-term project. 

The rainy season only comes in April. Meanwhile, refugees are reduced to scratching 

the soil with their fingernails.

GENERAL DENIES REPORTED DISSOLUTION OF WAC 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 23 Feb 81 p 2

[Text] The Deputy Chief of Staff of the Armed Forces of Liberia, Major General 
Albert B.S. Karpeh, has strongly rebuked an article published in the Friday edition 
of the NEW LIBERIAN Newspaper, stating that the Women Auxiliary Corps was on Wednes- 
day dissolved by the Deputy Commanding General, Colonel Larry Borteh. 


He said the information was completely unfounded and misleading and that the WAC was 
never dissolved; but rather because of the women inefficiency to full perform as a 
WAC has caused the authority to have them placed under a male commander and to in 
fact have some of them assigned elsewhere. 


General Karpeh said the Women Auxiliary Corps is directly under the Brigade which 
Headquarters is at BTC, and that the Deputy Commanding General, who is presenting 
acting as Commanding General, has the right to assign any member of his Command 
anywhere he finds fit; adding that reassigning some of these WAC officers to various 
units does not indicate that the WAC is dissolved, but to make them more productive. 


Commenting on a statement made by three members of the corps in an interview con- 
cerning certain problems facing them, like transportation, housing, schooling etc., 
the General said when the WAC unit was organized in November 1975, its members were 
given all privileges to obtain a better education, because most of them entered the 
service without any profession. 


He said there are records to prove that some of these girls were sent on government's 
scholarships to the U.S.A. for Nursing training, and even some were given scholar- 
ships to study locally at the Phebe Hospital, B.W.I. and other institutions and this 
he added is still been implemented. 


He went on to say that the WAC was organized mainly to have its members trained as 
nurses, dietician, secretaries, etc.; but this opportunity has been abused by some 
members of the corps. 


On the problem of housing and transportation, General Karpeh said that government 
is renting apartments for these WAC officers, for instant on Carey Street, Monrovia, 
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government is paying $20,000.00 (twenty thousand dollars) per annum for a two-story 
building and on the part of transportation, he further noted that whenever the WAC 
members are sent on an official mission, they are provided with transportation. 


Disclosing this at his Defense Office Friday, General Karpeh warned members of the 
press to always have statements used by subordinates of the Armed Forces or any area 
for that matter confirmed before publication. 


Meanwhile, the three WAC M/Sgt. Mary Browne, lst. Sgt. Pauline Diayen and Corporal 
Alice Jackson will be dealt with according to military ethics.

SAVINGS BOND ADVISORY COMMITTEE APPOINTED

[Excerpt] An ll-man committee to advise government on all matters relating to the 


National Saving Bond was last week appointed by the Head of State M/Sgt. Samuel K. 
Doe. 





The committee headed by Finance Minister Perry Zulu, will for its first task prepare 
and submit to government the estimated savings from government's payrolls, revenues 
expected from the private sector, the expected annual interest cost to government as 
well as the annual expected operational cost to government in implementing the scheme. 


The Committee will also submit to Government the annual budgetary appropriation 
required as a contribution to the "sinking fund", which is to be established for the 
redemption of the bond, as well as make suggestion on how funds generated under the 
saving bond, should be utilized for maximum impact in government's present effort to 
revive the economy. 


In a letter to the Minister Zulu, the Head of State said the committee was not a 
substitute or replacement for his role as "competent authority" for the implementa- 
tion, regulation and enforcement of the savings bond. 


The work of the committee will also not affect the role of the National Bank as 
“authority agent" for the collection and issuance of subscription and bonds. 


The Head of State said, instead, the committee will concern itself with policy advice 
to governmental rather than the actual administration and operation of the scheme. 


Other members of the committee, drawn from both the private and public sectors 
include Captain Robert Zuo, PRC Chairman on Finance and Banking; Dr. George Boley, 
Minister of State; Dr. Togba Nah-Tipoteh, Minister of Planning; Hilary Dennis, 
President of the National Housing and Savings Bank; the Acting Governor of the 
National Bank.

PARTIAL NATIONALIZATION OF TEA BOARD PROTESTED 
Port Louie LE MAURICIEN in French 26 Jan 61 pp 1, 7 
[Article=-passages enclosed in slantlines printed in italics] 


{Text) All Mauritian tea, whether destined for the local mar- 
ket or elsewhere, should in the future be marketed by the /Tea 
Board,/ which should function in the same way as the /Sugar 
Syndicate’. This is the recommendation of Mr H. G. S. 
Ramlogun, director of the /Tea Board,/ in a report recently 
submitted to the government and entitled: "Report on the de- 
sirability of the Tea Board to undertake the marketing of tea 
on @ pattern analogous to sugar marketing by the Mauritius 
Sugar Syndicate." Such a measure will make possible a resur- 
gence of the entire industry, and will in a single stroke 
eliminate the various causes of discontent among planters and 
processors, the author maintains. All aspects of /"“marketing"/ 
should pass under the control of the /"Tea Board,"/ including 
among other things the distribution of revenues between 
planters and processors, improvement of tea quality, and above 
all the active search for profitable markets. Presently, 66 
percent of the revenues are given to the planters and 34 per- 
cent are retained for processing costs. 


The measures called for by the report would deprive the private 
sector of control over financial operations in the tea industry 
related to marketing (pricing, sales, distribution of profits, 
etc) and give it to a para-federal organization, the /"Tea 
Board."/ 


The /"Tea Board,"/ created under the /"Tea Industry Control Act No 14"/ of 1975, 
to replace the former /"Tea Control Board,"/ was limited to a degree of market 
research, without being able to control revenues generated by the sale of tea 
which went directly to the producers, the report emphasizes. Which means the 
board has nothing to say about the distribution of income. /Unless a well-defined 
marketing policy is adopted,/ Mr Ramlogun fears that the dissatisfaction presently 
prevailing among planters and processors will intensify. The /"Tea Board,"/ he 
writes, should have adequate funding and should have adequate facilities to nego- 
tiate the same of Mauritian tea by actively participating in overseas promotional 


campaigns. 








If the /"Tea Board"/ takes over distribution of revenues to planters and proces= 
sore, the director says, many of the causes of discontent will be eliminated, 

Mr Ramlogun points out that some plants have refused to pay the final tea price 
to the planters, and this despite demands from the ministry of agriculture. 
These processing plante have excused themselves citing the unavailability of 
necessary funds, and in the same breath have demanded government subsidies in 
order to honor their financial commitments. This attitude has exasperated the 
tea planters. 


Thus Mr Ramlogun believes that if the /"Tea Board"/ guarantees distribution of 
the revenues, fair treatment of the diverse sectors of the industry would be as- 
sured, /"The government,"/ writes Mr Ramlogun further on, /"will have to subsi- 
dize the industry unless guaranteed markets are sought out as a result of a 
political decision."/ 





The distribution of revenues by the /"The Board,"/ the director underlines, 
would imply the payment of one final uniform price for green leaves. This is 
something which is not possible at the moment for the following reasons: 


--The difference between "grades" and quality of tea coming from each processing 
plant. 


--The differences in market performance of the tea from different plants, both on 
the local market and elsewhere. 


--Creating a uniform price at the present moment would hardly be 4 stimulus for 
producing good quality tea. 


With respect to tea quality, Mr Ramlogun proposes creating a well-equipped labora- 
tory with qualified personnel to establish high standards and monitor the quality 
of the tea. Only if the quality is improved would price uniformity be a real pos- 
sibility. Unlike sugar, tea of inferior quality cannot be converted into good- 
quality tea, Mr Ramlogun also points out. 


With regard to the total area covered by tea plantations, Mr Ramlogun observes 
that the /"Tea Development Authority"/ controls 71.5 percent, while the private 
sector controls only 23.64 percent. 


In the context of tea marketing, Mr Ramlogun points out that at present agents 
commissioned overseas and shipping company representatives are responsible for 
the sale of Mauritian tea. But there is no official regulation requiring that 
they be named to perform such functions. 


The commission given to these agents varies considerably, which leads 

Mr Ramlogun to suggest regulating, indeed standardizing, the commissions payable. 
de also recommends that agents be officially accredited by the /"Tea Board."/ 
The producers could thus dispose of their tea through /"official agents."/ 


With respect to the invoices sent in by representatives of the shipping companies, 
particularly freight, insurance and other costs, Mr Ramlogun suggests that 
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measures be taken to regulate them in the framework of the standardigation of all 


marketing parameters, The /"Tea Board"/ has already started work in thie direc- 
tion, 


On the other hand, Mr Ramlogun points out, revenues coming from the sale of tea 
abroad are not disbursed until 3 or 4 monthe after the conclusion of a transac- 
tion. In a number of cases, he maintains, the producers are unaware of the use 
that is made of their money. Mr Ramlogun suggests that all revenues coming from 
the sale of tea be channeled through the Central Bank so that strict control may 
be exercised over all hard currency transactions. 


Regarding the matter of payment of the final price to the planters, the /"Tea 
Board"/ proposes setting aside a /"cess"/ [tax assessment) on producer revenues, 
in order to create a fund to help planters when processing plants refuse to pay 
them the final price. This proposal requires more in-depth study. 


Nevertheless, in the case of nonpayment of the final price, Mr Ramlogun suggests 
that the planters, joined together in cooperative societies, take legal steps 
against the bad debtors.

DROUGHT MEANS SUGAR CROP SHORTFALL 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 27 Jan 81 p 1 
[Article--passages enclosed in slantlines printed in italics) 


[Text] The sugar harvest this year will probably not reach 
700,000 tons and thus should be far from a record harvest, as 
a result of the drought which is particularly severe in the 
northern regions and along the coast. However, if weather 
conditions improve between February and June, one could expect 
a cutting of not less than 650,000 tons, we were told yester- 
day by Mr Jacques Koenig, secretary of the chamber of agricul- 
ture, who believes the drought has seriously harmed the plan- 
tations. 


At the start of the present season, all indications were favora»le for a wonderful 
harvest, but the drought, and Hurricane /Florine/ to a lesser degree, have dimmed 
prospects, Mr Koenig says. The drought has severely affected the lengthening of 
the cane, which is clearly short of the average size in normal conditions. 


For the moment, the chamber of agriculture does not want to put out an estimate 
for the upcoming harvest. /"It is still too early, and we are waiting for the 
data that will be sent in by the owners and planters before making an official 
estimate sometime around June,"/ Mr Koenig says. 


With regard to the price sugar is fetching this year, in the context of the Lome 
II Convention, Mr Koenig points out that negotiations will begin about May be- 


tween representatives of the ACP [African, Caribbean and Pacific] countries and 
the EEC. 


Presently, the guaranteed price for our crop (500,000 tons) is 2 22 04 pounds 
(green pounds), which represents in real terms 193 18 pounds. 


Closure of /Tate & Lyle:/ Not to worry. 
The EEC Will Buy Sugar from the ACP Countries 


According to a Reuters dispatch yesterday evening, it is announced that the ACP 
countries need not be unduly worried by the upcoming closure of the /Tate & Lyle/ 
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refinery at Liverpool. tn effect, according to clauses of the Lome Convention, 
the EEC is bound, if buyers cannot be found for the sugar coming from the ACP 
countries, to buy the entire quota iteelf and at the price agreed on in the con- 
vention, 


We know that the /Tate & Lyle/ firm presently refines 1.3 million tons of sugar, 
about equal to the total sugar production of the ACP countries. The refinery, 
located in Liverpool and soon to close its doors presently refines 300,000 tons 
per year and is one of /Tate & Lyle's/ most important units.

PORTS, RAILWAYS SHOULD BRING IN MORE REVENUES 


Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 5 Feb 81 p 3 





[Excerpts] This year the port-railway sector should guarantee distribution of 
people, according to Subhaschandra Bhatt, national director of porte and railways, 
analyzing the goals proposed in the Central State Plan for 1981 [PEC/81) for this 
important sector of the nation's economic activity. 


Speaking at the opening session of the Full General Council [CGA] of the DNPCF 
[National Directorate of Ports and Railways], which began its proceedings yesterday 
morning in the nation's capital, Bhatt stressed that this year the sector must 
bring in 45 percent more in foreign exchange than were planned for last year. 


In order to do this, the director added, we will have to attract more international 
traffic, particularly from Zimbabwe, following the principle that the business 
sector should always bring pressure on the operational sector, 


The main purpose of this CGA, which should end tomorrow, is to evaluate the extent 
to which the decisions of the last CGA, held the end of last August in Maputo, have 
been implemented, to study the decline in the volume of cargo handled in the same 
period and, finally, to analyze the measures proposed for the port-railway sector 
in the PEC/61. 


Taking part in this meeting are all the national railway enterprises and other 
agencies whose activities involve the port-railway sector. They will also discuss 
questions pertaining to the transport of coal, cement, limestone, tea and lumber, 
which are considered strategic export products in PEC/81. 


Lack of Proper Management Affected Implementation of 1980 Plan 


Analyzing the extent to which the 1980 plan was implemented, the national director 
of ports and railways said in his address that the traffic in merchandise was 
below our capacity, with the resulting decline in foreign exchange. 


"We did not take all the necessary measures promptly, and we fell behind schedule 
in the plan. It was only when specific problems came up to be solved that we 
realized how serious the situation was," added the director, indicating some of 
the mistakes that resulted in the failure to execute last year's plan. 
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Regarding questions of productivity and use of the installed capacity in the port- 
railway sector, the Mozambique Railroad (CFM) director said productivity was very 
low because of the lack of precise direction and clear and unequivocal guidelines 
from the agencies in the sector, This problem, combined with the deterioration of 
discipline, affected the execution of the plan for his own sector and also for 
other sectors of economic activity.

OFFICIAL GIVES GUIDELINES FOR IDEOLOGICAL WORK

[Text of address by Maj Gen Jorge Rebelo, Central Committee secretary for ideologi- 
cal Work, at an interprovince seminar on mobilization and party propaganda, date 
and place not given. } 


[Excerpts] Dear comrades: 


In the report presented to the Third FRELIMO Party Congress, the comrade president 
gave us the following orientation: 


"The party must give particular importance to the ideological struggle in our 
society. Ideological education will provide the people with a scientific 
analytical method to use the laws of nature and society to their advantage. 


"The ideological education of the masses is a prerequisite in ridding our society 
of superstition, obscurantism and other forms of idealism; it is a decisive 
condition for the defense of our people against the ideological subversion 
practiced by the reactionaries. It is essential for the elimination of decadent 
bourgeois values. 


"To educate the masses ideologically is to develop their revolutionary awareness, 
their determination to struggle, their love of work, their patriotism and their 
internationalist spirit, strengthening their confidence in the party and in the 
ideals of socialism. 


"The party will give priority to the dissemination of our class ideology among the 
large masses." 


In its seventh and eighth sessions, the Central Committee recently conducted a 
critical examination of the work of our party at all levels and all echelons. 
These meetings were extremely rich, by virtue of the depth of the analysis and the 
specific guidelines that were drawn for FRELIMO Party action. 


In the implementation of the Central Committee decisions, particular responsibility 
was assigned to the Department of Ideological Work, especially the sectors of 
training and of mobilization and propaganda. 
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The basic work of mobilization and propaganda is conducted at the work place in 
the communal village, the neighborhood, the school and the office, under the 
direction of the district [party] organ. The participation of district officials 
and of rank and file organs is therefore essential for a proper, direct and deep 
understanding of the detailed problems of mobilization and propaganda. This can 
only be achieved through seminars in which groups of neighboring provinces 
participate, in view of the great size of our country and the large number of 
districts, The results obtained in the three seminars will later be systematized 
and will serve as the basis for drawing up the general plan for this sector, from 
the central, provincial and district levels down to the cells. 


Comrades, 





From the foregoing, we see that we have very precise guidelines for the content of 
ideological work. Now, in this seminar, we must go more deeply into some of the 
guidelines and study the means to carry them out, particularly through the mobili- 
zation and propaganda sector. 


The main objectives of our action are defined as follows: 


--To communicate the programs and decisions of the FRELIMO Party and the tasks 
they entail, and to see that they are understood. 


--To dissminate the knowledge of Marxism-Leninism among the party members and the 
workers in general, in a simple, clear and systematic way. 


--To increasingly engage our people in the struggle to build socialism, insuring 
that they are participating conscientiously, creating wealth and defending the 
revolutionary achievements. 


--To strengthen the spirit of patriotism and national unity, encouraging Mozam- 
bicans to be proud of their independent socialist country. 


--To instill in the people a scientific and revolutionary conception of nature 
and society. 


--To develop the spirit of proletarian internationalism, 
--To promote stronger friendship and solidarity with other socialist countries, 
--To combat and counteract the influence of imperialist bourgeois ideology. 


In the current phase, these actions should be conducted first among the party 
members themselves. The more advanced members should constantly stimulate, 
mobilize and enlighten the less advanced. 


It is at the large working masses, however, that these actions are directed, 
Directly and through its auxiliaries, the mass democratic organizations, the 
party's task is to train, mobilize and engage all the people in the tasks of the 
revolution. The people want to participate, they can and must participate, in 
the tasks of the revolution, and no portion of the people can be left out. 
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Considering the practical conduct of mobilization and propaganda, we must bear in 
mind some factors learned from experience. 


1. Mobilization and propaganda are not aimed simp.y at clarifying and explaining 
a situation. Rather, they must contribute to changing that situation to the 
advantage of the society and according to party directives. 


2. To be effective, mobilization and propaganda must be directed at all, and 
must reach every individual. The content, methods and psychology of mobilization 
and propaganda must be adapted to the differing social and age levels, the 
traditions and the various levels of maturity and work and life experience. 


3. Mobilization and propaganda cannot be viewed as theoretical material; it must 
be based on and relevant to the tasks, problems and issues directly linked to the 
social development process in progress in the People's Republic of Mozambique. 


4. Mobilization and propaganda must be organized and coordinated. Their impact 
and effectiveness depend largely on good organization. 


5. Insofar as possible, mobilization tasks should also be assigned to comrades 
who hold responsible positions, in the companies for example. In effect, they 
have a better opportunity to do mobilization work on a day-to-day basis than a 
machine operator or a driver who is on the move. Moreover, the director's 
engagement in this type of work is a secure basis for correct management. Nothing 
can substitute for the continuing experience of conducting the ideological struggle 
among the workers. 


6. Mobilization and propaganda work must be conducted ideologically from an 
offensive position. We cannot wait for things to happen; we cannot limit our- 
selves to counterpropaganda. 


7. The efficacy of mobilization and propaganda also depends on the extent to 
which they are rooted in reality, on the ease with which they are understood 
and on convincing and creative debate. 


8. Mobilization and propaganda must focus basically on the urgent and visible 
problems affecting the workers in the construction of socialism. These problems 
must be explained with patience and understanding. 


9. Mobilization and propaganda must be free of bureaucratism and of stereotyped 
style. Mobilization and propaganda must be capable of reacting promptly and 
'neginatively to new situations. 


af Mobilization and propaganda must use simple, clear and convincing language. 


Comrades: 


In this seminar we are also going to study the methods to use in mobilization and 
propaganda. 





Here we must make it clear that oral transmission is the most effective method, 
the one which insured the success of the FRELIMO revolutionary line during the 
war for national liberation in the daily political and ideological confrontation 
with the forces of reaction. No other means of communication offers the same 
possibilities for clarifying political issues. No other forms of communication 
permits such direct and perfect understanding between the party and the people. 


Hence, we must give priority to oral means of mobilization. 


Another means of mobilization and propaganda, which is somewhat autonomous because 
of its specific function, is the visual sector. 


It is educational, informative, directing and mobilizing. It is public in nature. 
Examples of visual mobilizarion tools are billboards, signs, people's newspapers, 
pamphlets and photographs, among others, 


In our discussions, particular emphasis will be given to the mass media, namely, 
radio, the press, cinema and television. These play a preponderant role in 
mobilization and propaganda work because of the broad possibilities they offer for 
mass communication. They will each be analyzed in detail. 


Dear comrades: 

It is not our intent to second-guess the decisions of this seminar. We have only 
been concerned with surveying the situation and noting or drafting some guidelines, 
based on our experience during the armed struggle for national liberation and the 
more recent post-independence phase. 

In our discussions and exchange of experiences, our participation must be active 
and constructive, contributing to the development of this vital sector of our 
party: mobilization and propaganda.

CHISSANO; LANGUAGE AFFINITY DOES NOT CONFER SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 1 Feb 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] Brussels, 31 Jan--Commenting on last Friday's armed 
attack by South African commandos on three homes of ANC 
refugees in Matola, Maj Gen Joaquim Chissano, Mozambique's 
foreign affairs minister, told ANOP [Portuguese News Agency) 
in this city that the Pretoria regime is seeking to invent 
foreign scapegoats to explain the domestic outbreaks of 
popular violence and dissention. 


"We support the ANC (African National Congress), but not in terme of military 
training, as the Pretorian authorities are apparently claiming in launching this 
attack,” the Mozambican foreign affaire minister added. 


The peace plan defined by the United Nations for Namibia and the situation in Africa 
were the major items in the discussions Chissano held in London and Brussels. It 
was also in this context that the Mozambican chief of diplomacy referred in the 
following terms to the Western positions on Pretoria: "The Western countries agree 
there must be a change in South Africa, only because apartheld no longer serves 
their interests.” 


The central concern of these countries, he continued, "is not the liberation of 
the peoples. Occasionally we find ourselves on the same side, but we keep in mind 
that our reasons are not the same.” 


Chissano had already declared yesterday that the Western countries must cease their 
support to the Pretoria regime if they want productive cooperation with Africa. 


Cooperation With Portugal 


In statements to ANOP, the Mozambican foreign minister declared that "there are now 
good conditions for initiating cooperation with Portugal. 


“Although Portugal is doing nothing concrete right now in terms of cooperation, it 
is a fact that the relations are improving,” Minister Chissano added. 


The Mozambican minister announced that the new Peoples Republic of Mozambique [RPM] 
ambassador to Lisbon would be named soon, and he showed an interest in recruiting 
Portuguese technicians and teachers. 
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Maj Gen Joaquin Chissano made a point of explaining that language affinity does 
not give Portugal or Brazil any special privileges in cooperation with Mozambique, 
"In our view,” he said, "it ie the concurrence of goals, and not of language, that 
should determine the degree of relationship between peoples," 


"Besides," he added, "most Mozambicans do not speak Portuguese, and this must be 
embarrassing for the colonialists, who in 5 centuries did not succeed in creating 
4 linguistic community.” He explained, however, that Portuguese will continue to 
be developed in Mozambique as the vernacular, 


Relations With Socialist Countries 


Again regarding cooperation, Chissano said Mozambique “has well-developed relations 
of cooperation with the socialist countries, 


"We are @ socialist country, ties are made estate to estate, and this makes things 
easier," the RPM high official said, 


"At the same time, however, we are interested in expanding our bilateral relations 
with the Western countries,” Chissano said.

FOREIGN POLICY AIMS DESCRIBED 
Victoria NATION in French 27 Jan 81 pp 1, 2 
{[Article: "The Natural Extension of A Domestic Policy") 


[Text] "Without risking becoming ridiculous, the foreign policy of a country can 
only be the natural extension on the international scene and in the concert of 
nations of that country's domestic policy, its social program and ite plan for 
society." 


This excerpt from the opening speech of the head of Seychellois diplomacy, Jacques 
Hodoul, before the participants who met at National House for a week of reflection, 
couldn't sum up better the leading idea of a debate open to the personnel of Foreign 
Affairs and of other ministerial departments, including those of education and in- 
formation. This was a debate given the dual theme of candor and intellectual 
honesty which Minister Hodoul hoped for when inviting each participant to make his 
contribution to collective reflection. 


This seminar, the minister of foreign affairs was to have added, is intended first 
and foremost as a training course which should confront the scarcity of trained and 
motivated personnel--the heritage of the colonial era. It should then offer the 
participants axes for reflection to study thoroughly and to give mature deliberation 
in reviewing the principal themes of the documents of the SPPF [Seychellois People's 
Progressive Front) and of its president, France Albert Rene, which show the con- 
cordance of the domestic and international aspects of a policy line. 


“Our foreign policy stems from flawless logic,” Minister Hodoul was to have con- 
tinued in his speech. “Having opted for socialism and having fought a fierce 
struggle for political and economic independence and against the pillage of our re- 
sources by foreign interests, it is completely natural and logical that our voice 
should make itself heard in the concert of nations in unison with those of countries 
which are also engaged in attaining the same objectives as we,” he added. 


The work schedule, which will be spread over 5 days, began yesterday afternoon with 
group discussions which were to have been followed by a general debate before an 
initial synthesis was reached on the principal theme on the agenda--the link exist- 
ing between national and international policy.

Education and Information. 


Two documentary films were on the program of this event: "Brothers in Action,” 
produced by the Cuban Armed Forces Studio and the Cuban Institute for Art and the 
Cinematographic Industry [ICAIC] by a collective of producers under the direction of 
Omar Echavarria, and "The New School," direction of Omar Echavarria, and "The New 
School,” directed by Jorge Fraga. 

"Brothers in Action," a short film, showed the preparations for the joint Soviet- 
Cuban space flight, paying homage to the first Latin American cosmonaut, Arnaldo 
Tomayo Mendez. 


At the same time it pays homage to the socialist revolution on the island of Liberty, 
which made a man who had been a boot black since the age of 13 under Batista's 
dictatorship a high ranking pilot and the first cosmonaut of a Third World country 
and, finally, homage to militant Soviet-Cuban solidarity. 


"The New School," a long documentary, relates with good esthetic qualities and very 
brisk editing one of the most remarkable achievements of the Cuban Revolution: the 
educational system. The director trains his camera on what are called the new 
secondary schools in the countryside--training institutions which link education to 
agricultural production, theory to practice, manual labor to intellectual work, 
thought to action. 


A commentary gives the facts of the problem of education and the originality of the 
Cuban experiment with pedagogical detachments in view of the shortage of personne] 
and the backwards concepts of the educational system, as pupils, teachers and 
parents taken from life testify, after first doubts and hesitations, with touching 
truthfulness about the merits of such a system. 
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This was a particularly remarkable film among so many others to which we have long 
been accustomed by the excellent Cuban sheool of documentaries, which, since the 
achievements of one of its most eminent representatives, Santiago Alvarez, has been 
enriched with new talents. The results deserve to be shown to students, teachers 
and parents in all districts. 


The story line recalls in a very different geographic and social context the reform 
begun in this sector in our country and more particularly the spirit which presides 
over the establishment of the National Youth Service, something which Minister Michel 
did not fail to emphasize in a brief speech at the beginning of the session. He was 
pleased with the quality of cooperation relations established between two friendly 
peoples who share the same ideals of justice, equality and peace. 


Responding to the Minister of Education and Information, the Cuban charge d'affaires 
noted the similarity of the struggle which actuates the two countries. After having 
recounted the experience of 22 years of struggle in Cuba, he expressed satisfaction 
with his country's first cultural activity in the Seychelles, which will be followed 
by others in future. The second Cuban Communist Party Congress, which met recently 
in Havana, took stock of the Cuban experience, setting its plans for 1980-1985 be- 
fore 170 foreign delegations, including those of the SPPF, which was headed by its 
vice president.

AHMADIYYA MOVEMENT MAPS OUT NEW STRATEGIES

RIGHT-WING EXTREMISM SEEN ON ‘DELIBERATE OFFENSIVE'

[Text] A certain number--still unspecified--of whites have been 
arrested following recent bombing attempts against offices be- 
longing to liberal Afrikaners, Captain Louis Le Grange, the min- 
ister of police, announced Thursday 5 February in Capetown. These 
attempts had been claimed by the "Wit Kommando," a small clan- 
destine group on the extreme right, whose objective is to defend 
the policy of apartheid. These arrests were met with surprise 
and interest by the political observers of Capetown who interpret 
them as the beginning of a deliberate offensive by Pieter Botha's 
government against the clan of "ultras" headed within his own 
party by former Reformed pasteur Andries Treurnicht. 


"God made us white and he wants us to fight to remain white.... Let us fight all 
these immoral plans for racial integration at work, in the churches, sports and 
culture.... Let us fight for our brothers, women and children. If we do not...it 
will be the end of the great Afrikaner nation which has shed so much of its precious 
blood for the country." 


The message of Reverend H. B. Senekal, "a minister of the Dutch Reformed Church" 
(DRC), which is principally attended by whites (1.5 million faithful), sets off 
thunderous applause. His Bible raised, the priest stepped down. Louwrens Muller, 
former minister and influential member of the nationalist party, grabbed the micro- 


phone: "Yes, political power in South Africa and even on the entire southern 
subcontinent must remain firmly in Afrikaner hands...It must be defended at all 
costs.... The struggle continues." The priest and the politician, the only thing 


missing is a trade unionist. The overheated room, packed with white miners for 
their trade union's annual congress, screams the name of the president of the feder- 
ation: "De Jager, de Jager!" Smiling and relaxed, he begins to speak: "If more 
rights are given to the blacks, our job security is finished. Then we will call all 
the whites of this country to a general strike, and I warn the government that if 
the riots of 1922 are duplicated,* it will bear the entire responsibility." 





* The tremors of the world economic crisis having forced the mines to employ an in- 
creased number of blacks, who are poorly paid, and fewer whites, the latter unleashed 
strikes which extended to practically the entire country. Riots caused 153 deaths, 
534 wounded, and 28 people were sentenced to death after more than 4,000 arrests. 
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Meetings of this type constitute the daily bread of South African journalists, In 
Durban, in Bloemfontein, in Kingville, which is reputedly more liberal than William's 
Town, and even in Capetown, the meetings of the extreme right are multiplying and 
drawing increasingly greater attendance. 


The Kappie Kommando (Army of Skirts) claims 7,000 active members in the feminist 
organizations. Its leader, Mrs Van Zyl, declares to whoever will listen, "The 
country is white, South Africa belongs to the Afrikaners. The blacks must remain 

an inferior race." The young people are not forgotten either by the pure race 
fanatics. Odal Clan, associated with the West German neo-Nazi movements, was created 
especially for them by a certain Rudlph Schmidt, the leader of another racist organ- 
ization, the Anglo-Afrikanerbond. One year ago, the Odal Clan announced it had a 
thousand members, but since then many have joined more active and more clandestine 
groups such as Delta 4, thus christened in memory of the French terrorist movement 
of the Algerian War, or the Afrikaner Weertandbeweging (Afrikaner Resistance Move- 
ment), which recently held a meeting in Pretoria despite an official ban. 


Of course, at the present these groups have limited themselves, if one can call it 
that, to public appeals for murder and to sending threatening letters to officials 
who are too "verligte" for their taste. Only the Wit Kommando (White Army), with 
500-1,000 members according to estimates, has proceeded directly to action. The 
true right arm of the South African extreme right, the Wit Kommando has attacked 
with plastic explosives the premises of several anti-apartheid organizations, 
several theatres and multiracial moviehouses and the apartments of professors, stu- 
dents, lawyers and journalists who are "traitors to their ethnic group" during 1980 
alone. The last attempt, perpetrated on 26 January against the office of a regional 
politician responsible for a municipal project capable of resulting in authorizing 
blacks to "strut on the white beaches of Durban," claimed no victims. 


On 3 December, General J. Coetzoe, the head of the all-powerful security police, 
declared, "The extreme right organizations originate largely from the existence of 
the leftist movements.... They are responding, sometimes outside the law, to the 
leftist attacks." 


The timid plans for reform announced so many times by Botha and his team of "ver- 
ligte" (enlightened) ministers have the consequence of radicalizing the traditional 
"verkrampte”’ (rigid) right and the extreme right is gaining ground. Present within 
the prime minister's nationalist party, the disciples of the "bible" of apartheid 


have beseiged certain churches and most of the white trade unions. They have a 
true, structured, political party, the Herstigte Nationale Parti (HNP), headed by a 
deserter from the nationalists, Jaap Marais. While it still has no parliamentary 
representation, its chances in the next election have unquestionably never been so 
good.

The attack was said to have been led by 
Museveni himself. not a surprising 
report cunsidgering Museveni s 
background He has undergone military 
training in Mozambique and led one of 
the exile groups that fought alongside 
Tanzanian troops (0 overthrow dictator 
Idi Amin. 
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Ugandan authorities, however, did 
not need any proot. They had suspected 
Museveni from the very beginning and 
had already rounded up several top 
UPM leaders since the attacks. 
Recently Col. Basillio Okello, 
commander of the Ugandan army's 
15th battalion, was quoted by the 
government-controiled Uganda Times 
as saying that Museveni was one of the 
three men responsible for the attacks. 
He reportedly named the others as the 
former president, Mr. Yusuf Lule, and 
Amin’s finance minister, Mr. Moses 
Ali. And on Monday night, soldiers 
ransacked UPM head office in an 
apparent bid to find out who else might 
have been involved 


The link between Museveni, Lule and 
Ali would be quite interesting, if it 
finally turns out to be true. At best it 
could only be a temporary marriage of 
convenience, for besides their shared 
Opposition to Obote, they are unlikely 
to subdue their own ambitions for any 
lasting alliance. The fact that Museveni 
and Lule would go out of their way to 
associate with Ali, and therefore the 
very people who ran one of the 
bloodiest regimes in Afnca, is itself an 
indication of their own persona!

TIEMBARBOUM PRESS CONFERENCE ON NONALIGNED MEETING 
Ouagadougou L'OBSERVATEUR in French 4 Feb 81 p 5 
[Excerpts from press conference given by Foreign Minister Felix Tiembarboum] 


[Question] Nonalignment is certainly one of the most difficult concepts to de- 
fine today. 


Cuba, which calls itself nonaligned, intervenes militarily in Africa on behalf 
of the Soviet Union. 


Many African countries which also call themselves nonaligned maintain western 
foreign bases (France) on their territory and support French military activities 
in Africa. 


How does Upper Volta intend to define its nonalignment policy in such a context? 


[Answer] Nonalignment is at once a political concept, a philosophy, a way of 
life and of perceiving the world and a moral code for states. 


For Upper Volta, therefore, nonalignment cannot be defined outside our vision of 
the world that surrounds us. We refuse for our country to be the private preserve 
for any power, we reject any feudal relations, and any form of neocolonialism., We 
refuse to permit the establishment of foreign bases on our territory, and since 

31 December 1960 no troops have been stationed here. But that does not prevent 

us from understanding how other states, even nonaligned states, may have them on 
their territory. 


What is important is to be able to speak freely on world problems, to focus all 
one’s action and energy on an active search for peace and justice for one's 
country, and also for others; it is also to reject any interference in the inter- 
nal affairs of our own country and other countries. 


Taken to its logical conclusion, your question could lead one to ask how the OAU, 
the UN and other such organizations with such different and varied social and 
political regimes could create an international community with objectives common 
to all humanity such as peace, justice and international security, the quest for 
economic and social well-being. 








Upper Volta will maintain its independence and its willingness to cooperate with 
all states that share the same ideale as our own, with due respect to sovereignty, 
but will not hesitate to give its opinion and will work toward the achievement of 
of greater human solidarity. 


[Question] Can the nonaligned movement really hold together at a time when the 
USA and the Soviet Union are becoming more strident and making bold attacks on each 
other on the territories of members of the nonaligned movement? 


[Answer] This would not be the first time that the United States and the Soviet 
Union, directly as in Cuba (in 1962) or indirectly as in Southeast Asia (Vietnam...) 
or in the Middle East have had confrontations. This is part of the struggle for 
hegemony. 


If the nonaligned movement has known difficult moments by reason of the painful 
choices with which its great spokesmen were confronted, it is no less true that 
the cause of peace has been served by the nonaligned. Their role in the Cuban 
crisis was rather eloquent in the United Nations. 


That said, the nonaligned must reaffirm their nonalignment without complacency, 
without any weakness, to denounce and condem any actions and movements which 
could endanger peace and international security, whoever the authors may be. 


Even in the most critical moments of their struggles, neither the United States nor 
the Soviet Union have ever ceased trying to ally themselves with the nonaligned 
movement. To the degree that the members of that movement understand their role 
as a third force for peace and try to exert all their weight to preserve peace and 
work for the advent of a new world order in all areas, I think that the nonaligned 
will have made progress on the road of progressive realization of the objectives 
of the movement. 
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AGRICULTURAL POLICY DISCUSSED 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 28-30 Jan 81

[Text] Last week we received from citizen Mbumba Ngimbi, former 
assistant city commissioner, an interesting article on agricul- 
tural improvement in Zaire. That article, written several days 
before the latest meeting of the Executive Council on 23 January, 
is a real contribution to the present program of agricultural im- 
provement. It also appears as an indispensable complement to the 
conditions the Executive Council has just mandated to insure 
[agricultural] abundance. 


As the president and founder of the MPR has never ceased to re- 
iterate, the country's development requires that every citizen 
make his personal contribution to the exalting task of nation- 
building. It is in this context that we are happy to publish, 
starting today, the reflections of a party planner which, we 
dare to think, will not fail to attract the attention of the 
country's agricultural policymakers. 


The first annual meetings of the Executive Council, chaired by the president- 
founder himself, were all devoted to the economic and financial improvement of 
the country. And it is interesting to note that agricultural improvement was 
among the top priorities in that program. Agricultural recovery has always 
been the leading concern of the president of the republic. 


It will be recalled, in this connection, that immediately after taking from 
December 1965 to 20 May, in a postmortem analysis of the general situation, he 
had among other things deplored the inadequacy of agricultural production. It 
was then that he gave the people the task of “rolling up our sleeves" and pro- 
claimed 1966 the year of agriculture. 


The reasons behind that call for agricultural improvement remain the same today 
as before: to attain food self-sufficiency by helping every Zairian to obtain 
sufficient income for his family and to direct the surplus to the export market. 
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Many informed economists have already predicted that by 1985 food products will 
be more scarce and the whole world will be ravaged by famine. So right now is 
the best time to work hard to protect ourselves from this coming famine, 


The desire of the father of the nation to improve agriculture also responds to 
4nother goal: that of correcting the structural imbalance in the different sec- 
tors of our economy. 


In reality, in order to be viable and not at the mercy of the swallest vicissi- 
tude of circumstances, an economy should be complete ir 411 its components. 


Now when we analyze in some detail our gross domestic product, we see that our 
country, which before independence had an export structure that was in balance 
with the mining and agricultural sector, has shifted more toward the mining 
sector. At that time agriculture amounted to at least 30 percent of the volume 
of exports. Today, alas! the primary sector's share in the national product 
barely reaches 5 percent in a country with a rural population estimated at 75 
percent, and export income on agricultural products is responsible for no more 
than 1 percent of total export earnings. 


By contrast, the mining sector which then was substantially less than 7 percent 
presently contributes 71 percent of the republic's hard currency earnings. As 
one can see, our economy looks very fragile and shows itself to be unbalanced. 


Of course, the wealth and diversity of our mineral endowment is such that every- 
one describes Zaire as a geological scandal. tut however important the evidence 
of our mineral production figures may seem, we should hardly forget that it is 
impossible for us to impose prices on the world market in raw materials, because 
we do not have a monopoly on them. To mention only copper, our principal export 
product, it is not without interest to note that according to sound estimates 
our country has produced 650,000 tons since 1975, via Gecamines, SODIMIZA 
{Industrial Development and Mining Company of Zaire], and the SMTF [Tenke 
Fungarume Mining Company] of Tenke Fungurume. 


At the same time the United States produced 1.5 million tons of the same metal. 
Thus we run the risk of being dependent on fluctuations in the international 
market price and deterioration in the terms of trade if we must rely solely on 
the mining sector. 


We have serious agricultural problems. The Executive Council has always seen 
this clearly, and in the budget prepared for this year it has shown a determi- 
nation to address them. The very large share of the budget allocated to the 
department of agriculture and rural development is testimony to its determina- 
tion that this sector will no longer be taking a back seat in our economy. 


Among those problems, the most urgent seem to me to be: agricultural and 
agrarian organization, road infrastructure, improvement of the distribution 
system, organization of the peasants, and the rural exodus.

Our organization of agriculture can be summed up as a kind of dualiam existing 
between cash crops and subsistence crops. The former contribute a large share 
of present agricultural production and bring the country considerable hard cur- 
rency earnings. but in recent years yields have been poor. Only improvement 
in techniques of cultivation could ameliorate the situation: protection of the 
soil, drainage of swamps, the practice of systematic crop rotation, And in or- 
der to make up for the hazards of the external market, our efforts should not 


just be Limited to growth in production, but also to extensive diversification 
of these crops. 


Very special attention should also be given to certain crops which have been de- 
clining for some time. A case in point is cotton, which Zaire is currently in- 
porting for its textile industry, whereas in the early 70's it was a big 
exporter. 


The decline of this crop is due not only to poor weather conditions but also to 
competition with other products grown in flat country, such as rice or sugar 
cane, which require little effort but yield a bigger return. 


The poor price paid to the producer is a no less significant cause of this re- 

gression. It is thus important for the Executive Council to continue the con- 

siderable efforts it has already been making to release restraints on the price 
paid to the producers of some agricultural products. 


Such steps will have the benefit of not inciting the peasant to discouragement 
or fraud in the border regions. 


Subsistence agriculture, though clearly increasing, thanks to major public in- 
vestment, has not vet reached the levei of satisfying all the demand. 


In many areas, subsistence is inadequate. This is because traditional products 
such as cassava, rice and maize continue to be grown with archaic techniques, 
the hoe being the peasant's only tool. To increase the yield, it is time to 
think of introducing mechanization wherever it proves to be possible. In that 
context, the presence in our country of bodies such as the Chinese agricultural 
mission and the Peace Corps, whose aim is to give agriculture the benefit of 
the technical experience of friendliv countries, deserves to be encouraged. 


In reality, because of the strong demographic pressures prevailing, growers tend 
to weat out the land through excessive exploitation. This should especially be 
kept in mind: with its 3,900,000 population at present, the Kivu remains as in 
the past the most densely populated region of the country, as one finds there 
areas of extremely high concentrations of people, going even has high as 200 
people per square «nm. 


This demographic pressure contributes to rapid destruction of the shrub flora, 
accelerates erosion and accordingly decreases arable land and yields. Ina 
good part of this region, moreover, the traditional chiefs, the “Bami", still 





remain the most importart figures in land management, since cultivation of the 
land management, since cultivation of the land continues to be conditioned on 


the peasants paying them a farm rent called "Falinzi", It is therefore incum- 
bent on the territorial authorities, as part of their development mission, to 
change the attitudes of the traditiona niefs and require them to change these 


deplorable and harmful customs which are a real shackle holding back agricul- 
tural improvement. 


Road Infrastructure 


But economic prosperity in our rural areas cannot be promoted, or even comten- 
plated, without road improvement. 


Because of the inadequacy of our roads, towns are presently experiencing scarcity 
in agricultural products as a result of shipping problems. In the same way manu- 
factured articles destined for the interior have problems getting there and are 
sold finally at triple the price in the urban centers. The effect of a road has 
always been comparable to an injection of money: t start things moving. And 
one must take great satisfaction in the fact that among the great achievements 

»f the Second Republic was the tremendous feat of having built or rehabilitated 
great road arteries, thereby opening up entire regions which until then had been 
poorly served. Cases in point are the segments linking Kinshasa-Kenge-Kikwit, 
Matadi-Boma and Kisangani-Suxavu. Other segments such as Kananga-Bukavu are 
still projects whose completion is anticipated in the short tern. 


It was with the aim of working to overcome the handicap: f isolation and treeing 
up production that the Executive Council has just once again given a mandate to 
the Office of Roads by providing it once more with sizable logistical resources. 


To encourage an economical flow of trade between the towns and the countryside, 

a marketing distribution system is required. This has the advantage of eliminat- 
ing the prohibitive prices presently demanded in the interior in favor of normal 
market mechanisms, and of accelerating the integration of remote areas. This 
network of distribution has unfortunately been dismantled in many parts of the 
country as a result of Zairianization measures. 


It is thus important to rehabilitate the marketing institutions. This rehabili- 
tation should proceed apace with market organization. In this sense, the exper- 
ience of agricultural buying and selling cooperatives, capable of channeling 
production, should be imitated everywhere. Their goal should be to facilitate 
the flow of agricultural products as cheaply as possible and the acquisition by 
the peasants of manufactured articles. 


Training 


In order to insure the education of the peasant masses, as well as the populari- 
zation of modern agricultural techniques, peasant training proves to be indis- 
pensable. Today the countryside does not offer as many attractions as in the 





past. This ie because since independence agricultural schools, which were 
training real [peasant] leaders, have declined, contributing greatly to detert- 
Oration in the rural sector; it is absolutely essential to revive them, 


Il am thinking of those agricultural middle schools (EMA), the agricultural voca- 
tional schools (EPA), and the school-farms which dispensed more practical than 
theoretical training. Along with the promoters to be trained in these schools, 
there are the territorial "stricto sensu": community chief, area commissioner, 
the sub-regional commissioner who is also responsible for training of our 
peasant masses, One fact is in any case incontestable: the country presently 
has a poorly integrated and reputedly inefficient territorial! administration, 

And more, its relations with the populace leave much to be desired. Its slug- 
gishness and absence of a sense of responsibility discourage the most optimistic. 
This is also the reason why the president-founder has often reiterated appeals 
for improving the territorial army's ethics. In April 1979 following the meeting 
of regional commissioners held at Bandundu, he called on the then-head of the 
department of territorial administration to rid the force of "dead leaves”. 


For the president of the republic, both recruitment and promotion within that 
Organization should be based on objective criteria of achievement. In his dif- 
ficult task of training the population, the territorial soldier should try as 
much as possible to be an example to his constituents and to become for them a 
precious source of inspiration. Two years later one has the firm impression that 
this order from the guide has not been executed. The territorial army is far 
from fulfilling its role as the working mainspring of our administration. Con- 
sidered as “demeaning work", it continues to be staffed with irresponsible people 
and even with people who have past stains on their records. 


Some soldiers distinguish themselves by intolerable persecution of their admin- 
istrative charges, whose protection and training is in fact their duty. Given 
current attitudes and conduct, then, it is important to strike a new note and 
really change the attitudes of the soldier toward the populace. 


Rural Exodus 


Finally, success in agricultural improvement requires healthy adult men. The 
back=-country presently lacks the necessary hands to work the land, while our 
cities are invaded every day by more idlers. 


Why this rural exodus In general, the causes that drive the rural dweller to 
immigrate to the city remain the same: the need to have a bare minimum, the 
search for employment, desire for well-being, or the simple taste for more 
easily attainable adventure. We are accustomed to reproaching the country 
people for leaving the countryside. Personally, I find that reproach unfair, 


for I see in their attitude a sort f self-defense in the face of the social 
insecurity tnev are faced with: inadequate medical-sanitary infrastructure, 
lack of opportunity for the individual to flourish, administrative meddling, 


traditional nstraint 











If we really want the peasants to stay in the countryside, we must create power- 
ful incentives that will permit them to put up with the inconveniences of that 
difficult life in the bush. 





Conclusion 


Agriculture is the key to our development. Today more than ever before, the 
Executive Council is determined to make the gample pay off: the country must 
increase the volume of its agricultural exports and become self-sufficient in 
primary food products. But this agricultural improvement which is a part of 
the vast program for upgrading our economy cannot remain a mere intellectual 
notion. It must be supported with determination and with efforts. If the 
public authorities must now provide the basic necessary infrastructure, it is 
up to the peasants to cooperate in the improvement of their environment. That 
is the price of success. 
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
